Also worth seeing is ‘The Craft” starring Neve 
Campbell, et al. It’s “Heathers” meets “The Exorcist,” 
impressive acting performances and spooky effects, 
focusing on which witchcraft is which amongst these 
Catholic schoolgirls. 

Another to rent is Jackie Chan’s “Operation Con¬ 
dor.” Stupid story of searching for Nazi gold in the 
desert, horrible acting, but unimaginable fun watch¬ 
ing this guy do his stunts, choreograph the fights, and 
make his lips move funny as he dubs in English.

Arcadian freelance cinematographer Craig Bon- 
hoitzer and family have finished the third real-life ad¬ 
venture videotape, “Swiftwater Rescue: California 
Style.” Bonholtzer Productions have previously taken 
viewers into the woods for a lesson on surviving in griz¬ 
zly country, as well as dramatically captured firefighting 
efforts. 

The video opens with Craig dropping from a helicop¬ 
ter into a body of water, on a rope. He discusses the 
serene-looking Los Angeles River, noting that appear¬ 
ances can be deceptive. The reality is that a couple of 
hours of rain can result in water over 20 feet deep, and 
travelling at speeds of up to 25 miles per hour. 

Swiftwater rescue is an area of rapidly-improving 
equipment, education, and techniques, however. Bon¬ 
holtzer takes the viewer on a training journey with the 
San Bernardino County Sheriffs and other agencies, 
examining the techniques necessary to effect some of the 
most dangerous rescues known to man, in an arena were 
over 60% of the fatalities can be the rescuers themselves.
